of life. The deliberation ſhould be quick. The King ofour 
language hath dealt very royally tor his part: with a wil- 
lingnes very readie. Yetmy great defire was, that Engliſh 
Nobilitie might be moud, to be at the charges of this tra- 
ucll. And ſo leauethe matter to your learned Honorable 
and Worthiptull conſideration.

culous fergning of 4 new Sataxean fable that our Lord went from 
Paradiſe to Geh:nna:and toHades, as from Paulls ts London, from 
Wincheiter to England, from England to Europe, fro Europe tothis 
world, from part tothe whole: and againe,the fable that he went not 
to Hadesthat i:,im trueth,to the world of ſoules,till his body was bn- 
ried: and a0.4in his ferenim? thriſe,at Paules, Hades in S. Matthew, 
cap.5.twiſe, with r0.0nce, where Gehenna ts the text,pervertir'g the

I. C. was adviſed in aworke dedicated to/Queene Zhzaberh and 
to the moſt Noble, our King now, That be ſhould not burne for 
Gehennaes honour, leaſt he burned in Gehernaerſhame for ever ant 
eve: Atthe firſt he ſkoffed all tructh of God and the King: bur 
boing c#tghrhow he was caught in his owne ſyllogiſme thus: The 
place which our Lordes ſoule went to hence, teller what Hadeshis 
HELL) meancth in the Creede: But Parade 15 the place which our 
Lord went to hence: Therefore Paradiſe 1s the HELL of the Creed, 
being taught how he was caught,he {ent his Chaplayne M. Greffrey 
King , obteyning the Queenes hand for his leaue, to agree with his 
adverſaric: and he vpon agreement,returned preſently, ſaying that 
he ſhould be ſent againe : but preſently after he catne home, hee 
would write. Conditions were not kept, Thelibell was ſtill folde: 
and Machmadiſme was init: and acontumelious mockage of Chriſt 
'a'nd all Chriſtians & lewes : when he ſaid Rwben the ewe his Ebrew 
Epiſtle was forged: whereby he hindred the defence of Chriſtiani- 
tic,and deſerved rooting out: Beſides that,attcrthe King was ours, 
Paules fold the treaſon of the libel. For not ftiding to his covenant, 
three Greeke Orations plaid vpon him: and one dedicated to the 
King and Brerrsſh nation in Queence Elzabers dayes: Andafter all, 
this Epiſtle. At the firſt light he laid the blame on Ber Lo, that vſur. 

ed his auQoritie, as being guilrles: yet when at the Courra Duke 

hewed whar he had done, he fell as dead, & {oone died. The party 
reeued was much greeued at his death : becauſe he had proteſted 
he never ſpake againſt him. Yer as £4, ſo he by ſoftnes paid for 0- 
thers blame: while he repreſſed not bad (oules, And his Gentlemen 
wiſhed Bar Lo vnborne: as more griefe to the Archbiſhop then all 
thatever were his adverſaries: not only for his libel againſt the 
Scottiſh miſt: full of moſt deadly treaſon:and full of diaſfemy and 
lying againſt God and man: Bur alſo for his Sataneandeclamation 
at Paulcs againſt the beſt Nobilirie, and the beſt bent for the good 
of the State: againſt whom the Iſcariot railed and raged : whereby 
thgNobiliticiultly rerme him: The vileſt that is this day vnder the 
copept hcaven: as bent againſt God, the King, the Nobilitic , and 

all humanitic, So Ber Lo will be his nctation.
